The long-awaited split in the diocese 
has finally come. Pope Paul VI has created 


_ the new diocese of San Bernardino 


covering San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. 


Father Phillip Straling, a native of San 
Bernardino and pastor of Holy Rosary 
parish there, has been named by the pope 
as the first bishop of the new diocese: ~ 


HOLY ROSARY, where Bishop-elect 
Straling was baptized in 1933, will 
become the cathedral parish. 


The news was announced Tuesday 
morning, July 18, in Washington, D.C., by 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, the apostolic 
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Bishop-elect Straling 
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delegate in the United States. 


Bishop-elect Straling, who was ordained 
a priest for the San Diego diocese in 1959, 
was out of the country on vacation and 
unavailable for comment. 


THE SAN DIEGO diocese, which was 
created from the Los Angeles archdio- 
cese in 1936, will now consist of San Diego 
and Imperial counties and will continue to 
be administered by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
with Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez as auxiliary. 

Bishop Chavez, who has been pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, San 
Bernardino, since his episcopal ordina- 
tion four years ago, was appointed by 
Bishop Maher as pastor of St. Francis 
parish, Vista, on Monday, July 17. 

Father Earl Ullman, who has been 
pastor of the Vista parish, since 1968, will 
continue there as administrator until Nov. 
1, when he is expected to retire. 


IN OTHER appointments related to the 
split, Father Peter Luque became pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, San Bernardino, 
and Father Gustavo Benson, who had 
been secretary to Bishop Chavez, became 
administrator of San Salvador parish, 
Colton. 

In a prepared statement Bishop Maher 
offered greetings and congratulations to 
members of the new diocese. 

“| have witnessed your growth, both in 
population in San Bernardino and River- 
side counties, and in your steady- spiri- 
tual development,” the bishop said. 


“WITH the splendid leadership of your 
Bishop-elect Phillip Straling you will look 
forward with great vision for the future. 


“Bishop-elect Straling, being a native of 
San Bernardino, knows not only the area of 
the new diocese, but many of you 
personally. 


“He has the great ability to organize, to

Statistics on the dioceses 


It’s an even split

it’s an even split, the division of the 
diocese of San Diego. There are 85 
parishes in the two northern counties 
and 87 in the two southern ones. 


The San Diego diocese, formed in: 
1936 from the archdiocese of Los 
Angeles, covered an area of 36,000 
square miles. 


NOW THE NEW diocese of San 
Bernardino, comprised of San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties, 
encompasses 27,300 square miles, 
while the San Diego diocese covering 
San Diego and Imperial counties 
contains 8,500 square miles. 


When the late Bishop Charles 
Francis Buddy was installed as the 
first bishop of the new diocese he had 
63 parishes, 36 grade schools and “no 
money and not a cent of credit.” 


TODAY, AS the diocese is divided, 
the Catholic population is in excess of 
580,000 and there are 172 parishes, 
70 parochial elementary schools and 
seven Catholic high schools. 

Under the division, 29 of the 
elementary schools will be in the 
north and 42 tn the south. There will 


be two high schools in the north and 
five.in the south. 


The total population for San Diego 
and Imperial counties is 1,704,700 
and the total population for San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties is 
1,258,300. 


The Catholic population inthe north 
is 235,665, while in the south it is 
354,453. 


BEFORE THE SPLIT there were 
more than 300 diocesan and 100 
religious priests, 34 permanent 
deacons and 700 sisters working in 
the four-county diocese. 


With the split, the new San Bernar- 
dino diocese has 128 diocesan and 
43 religious priests, 11 permanent 
deacons and 282 sisters, while San 
Diego diocese is ieft with 191 
diocesan and 64 religious priests, 23 
permanent deacons and 423 sisters. 


San Bernardino is the second new 
diocese in Southern California in two 


- years. The diocese of Orange with 


Bishop William R. Johnson as Ordi- 
Nary was created from the Los © 
Angeles archdiocese on June 18, 
1976.

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The split, Father Straling 
good for north, priests say

The creation of the San Bernardino 
diocese with Father Phillip Straling, pastor 
of Holy Rosary parish there, as its bishop 
was met with positive and extremely 
similar comments from a random samp- 
ling of priests. 


All. those contacted by the SC were 
pleased with the choice of Father Straling 
to head the new See, created from the San 
Diego diocese and encompassing’ San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties. All felt 
he was highly qualified. 

Father Donald Webber, pastor of St. 
George parish, Ontario, where Father 
Straling began his priestly ministry in 


1959, said the priests of the new diocese . 


“are full of anticipation in working with 
Bishop-elect Straling.” 


THEY ARE PLEASED that a diocesan 
priest from the area was selected, he 
added. He already knows the needs that 
exist here, Father Webber said. 


Father William Mooney, who succeeded 
Father Straling as president of the 
diocesan Senate of Priests, said Bishop- 
elect Straling has had great preparation 
for being a bishop, having served.as an 
educator, administrator and pastor. 


AND TWO SUMMERS ago, Father 
Mooney points out, Father Straling studied 
the Hispanic language and culture at the- 
Mexican American Cultural Center in San 
Antonio, Tex. : 

‘Father Mooney, pastor of Blessed 


Sacrament parish, San Diego, said, “The 
people in the north will be closer to their 


‘ bishop and because he is fromthe area he 


will have a better understanding of their 
needs.” : 


Father Thomas Vidra, pastor of St. Mary, 
parish, El Centro, in Imperial County, 
who was ordained with Father Straling in 
1959, said the split would “solidify both 
areas (north and south) and help make 
them more cohesive.” 


Father William Kraft, pastor of St. 
Charles Borromeo parish, San Diego, 
whom Father Straling served under as an 
associate and succeeded as diocesan 
director of the Newman campus aposto- 
late, said, “There is not a better choice” for 
a bishop. “He is experienced in all phases 
of church activity.” 


Many priests, religious and laity in the 
north have been looking forward to the day 
the diocese would split. 


AMONG THEM is Father Russ Helfer, co- 
pastor of Our Lady of Fatima parish, San 
Bernardino. “After years of waiting, itis an 
exciting possibility to have direct local 
authority. 


“There’s a cultural identity here” 
different from the San Diego area even 
though it is about 110 miles away. 


He said Father Straling “is a’ good pastor 
and a good churehman. But most of all he 
is an approachable man. | think he will be 
a fine bishop,” Father Helfer added. 


Father Gus Benson, who, just prior tothe 
split, was named administrator of San 
Salvador parish, Colton, said: 


“WE HAVE BEEN in such limbo for the 
last two years” anticipating the split. 
Because of that, there has been a lack of 
priorities. No one has wanted to make any 
decisive changes. 


“It's a relief to know that someone from 
here will be leading the new diocese. It will 
give a new spirit of energy to the north.”

HIGHLAND—Help__con- 
tinues to flow into St. 
Adelaide parish here fol- 
lowing the destruction of its 
church by fire last week 
(SC, July 13). 


The investigation by the 
California Department of 
Forestry (CDF) aiso is 
continuing on a fulltime 
basis, according to Capt. 
Jim Hunter. 


ST. ADELAIDE’S has 
received missalettes, sa- 
cred linens, and other 
items used in the celebra- 
tion of mass. 


The parish also has re- 
ceived a small altar for daily 


mass whichis celebratedin : 


the rectory and a main altar 
and a tabernacle for Sun- 
day masses in the parish 
hall. 


Contributing these items 


‘have been St. Anne and 


Holy Rosary parishes and 
the Sisters of Charity of the 
Incarnate Word at St. Ber- 
nardine Hospital, all of San 
Bernardino, and the Fran- 


ciscan Brothers at St. John 
Bosco mission, East High- 
lands. 


ALSO, on the night of the 
fire, aretired priest donated 
$500 to help the parish. 


The charred structure of 
the 21-year-old church was 
to have been demolished 
Tuesday, July 18. Father 
William Erstad, pastor, said 
no definite rebuilding plans 
have been made. He esti- 
mated the cost of a new 
church to be at least $350,- 
000. 

Hunter of the CDF, which 


also serves as the San‘ 


Bernardino County Fire 
Department, said he has 
two of his seven-man in- 
vestigative team actively 
working on the case which 
he calls “definitely arson.” 


“WE HAVE some good 
leads, but we don’t think we 
are close to a break- 
through,” Hunter.said. “It 
will probably be a-long, 
drawn out investigation.” 


Hunter said he doesn’t 
yet have any conclusive 
facts he can release on the 


number of suspects or ~ 


motive. ; 


The fire was first reported 
about 8:30 p.m. Monday, 
July 10, when a blast blew 
out church windows. 


INRUSHING cool air 
fanned the flames which 
soon engulfed the church. 


Firemen were on the 
scene within minutes of the 
alarm and had the blaze 
under control about 30 
minutes later, but by then 
the church was totally 
destroyed.

“lam sure,” Bishop Chavez concluded, 
“you will meet the new challenges with 
decisive and sensitive leadership.” 


BISHOP-ELECT Straling has served the 
San Diego diocese as an episcopal vicar, 


dean of the San Bernardino Deanery, and 
president of the Senate of Priests, having 
completed a two-year term in January 
1978. 


He also directed the diocesan Synod Il, 
1972-1976, in which the laity joined 
priests and sisters in reassessing the 
statues and guidelines of the diocese. 


Following the Synod, Father Straling was 
named pastor of Holy Rosary parish. 


HE ALSO SERVED as diocesan chaplain 
of the Newman campus apostolate and. 
campus pastor at San Diego State Univer- 
sity from 1963 to 1972. 


He was associate pastor at St. Therese 
church, San Diego, 1960-63, and taught 
shop in 1959 at St. John’s Academy, which 
was a trade school in El Cajon. 


After being ordained a priest on March 
19, 1959, in St. Joseph Cathedral 
by the late Bishop Charles Buddy, first 
bishop of San Diego diocese, Father 
Straling’s first assignment was assistant at 
St. George parish, Ontario, from April to 
October, 1959. 


HE STUDIED for the priesthood at St. 
Francis Seminary and Immaculate Heart 
Seminary in San Diego and heater earned 
a philosophy degree at the University of . 
San Diego and a master’s in counseling at 
San Diego State. 

Bishop-elect Straling’s parents, 
Sylvester and Florence Straling, still live in 
the area, residing in Colton.

ANYONE is invited to

The first three have 
been on Transactional 
Analysis, contemplative 
prayer, and Christian yoga. 
The remaining one, at 7:30 
p.m., July 26, will be on 
Indian spirituality. 


The sisters are quick to 


point out that their house of 
prayer is not a retreat. 


“One of the main differ- 
ences is that a house of 
prayer has a core com- 
munity,” Sisters Hanson 
and Peaslee echoed. 


AT THE DOOR of HOPE 
this summer the two sis- 
ters, plus Sister Shaun 
Marie Larkin, whose com- 
munity runs the convent, 
and Linda Moog, a parish- 
ioner. of the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Mira Mesa, 
form the core community. 


They were joined last 
week by five to six others. 


There are currently 103 
houses of prayer through- 
out the United States and 
Canada, although this isthe 
first known one in the 
diocese. The house of 
prayer movement started in 
1968. 


“THEY ARE usually spon- 
sored by a religious com- 
munity, a charismatic 
community, a sisters’ coun- 
cil or are self-sponsored 
like we are,” said Sister 
Peaslee. 


Sister Peaslee spent a 


year visiting 10 houses of 
prayer across the nation. 
She came back to the 
diocese in January with her 
knowledge. 


Sister Hanson expressed 
interest in the concept last 
summer and since then 
they have been hoping and 
planning for a house of 
prayer. 


AFTER looking for an 
adequate house, the Sisters 
of the Blessed Lady offered 
their convent. 


In the fall, Sisters Peaslee 
and Hanson will work full- 
time on a census for St. 
Charles parish, Imperial 
Beach, but will devote their 
spare time to the house of 
prayer which willbe avail- 
able on a limited basis to 
interested persons. 


Sister Peaslee, a Mary- 
knoll, and Sister Hanson of 
the Sisters of St.. Joseph of 
Orange, Calif., have the 
permission of their respect- 
ive communities to work 
with the house of prayer 
but they must support 
themselves. They have 
received no funding for the 
project.

Lay ministry or

At the very time when efforts are being made to 
reduce the clericalism of the clergy and to enlarge 
the lay ministry, there is serious reason to examine 
whether we are not simply building a junior grade 
clergy. 


Many think that lay ministry means doing the 


things that used to be done by priests and nuns. - 
First in the hospitals and then in the schools, - 


nurses and teachers took over the duties of nuns 


- simply because there was no longer a sufficient 


number of nuns. Next, catechism was taught by the 
laity. Then we had lectors and extraordinary 
ministers of the eucharist. 


. Permanent diaconate ‘confusion’ 


The permanent deacon adds a confusing note. 
He is trained and ordained, but lives and works 
among the lay community. 


The confusion | speak of is that it may be thought 
that a person is not really a minister until he is 
ordained. The respected office of diaconate could 
be the culminating blow to the lay apostolate, 
unless we re-examine and understand the whole 
concept. 

The lay apostolate is far more than graciously 
allowing the laity to perform tasks previously 
restricted to priests and religious. The lay 
apostolate is more than creating a para-medic or 
para-attorney, simply to release priests from more 
routine duties. The lay apostolate is a legitimate 
apostolate in its own right. Even if we had an 
abundance of priests and nuns, we would still need 
a lay apostolate. 


Just what is a layman?” 


What do we mean by laity? The dictionary defines 
the laity as the mass of the people as distinguished 


from those of a particular profession or those . 
specially skilled. So |, the priest, am a layman as | 


soon as | enter the domain of any other craft or 


“science or. art. |_am a layman when | penetrate 
social groups which are strange or foreign to me. - 


Even within the clergy, | am tantamount to being 
a layman when | am in the company of those who 
specialize in theology, scripture, church history, 
and the like. | am a layman in everything except in 
being a priest and pastor. 


No amount of sharing of the roles of the clergy 
will ever introduce the layman to the life of the 
clergy. The new role of deacon creates a new life 
that can be shared neither by priest nor layman. 
Priesthood as presently established will never be 
entirely understood by the layman any more than 
any priest will fully understand what it is to be the 
man in the pews. é 

If the lay apostolate is ever to develop fully, it will 
have to be within the context of the lay world. | say, 
fully develop, because the lay apostolate already 


new clericalism? | 


exists. There is no holding it back. The laity will 
bring a Catholic dimension to their world, whether 
deliberately or not. To whatever extent a person has 


faith and grace, he will carry it with him wherever he. 


goes. 


Lay-led apostolate 


But the expression “lay apostolate” includes the _ 


notion of self-awareness and detiberate organized 
direction. The lay apostolate includes the notion of 
leadership. This lay-led apostolate is not domin- 
ated by the clergy any more than it is in opposition 
to the clergy. 


Nuns have long run their own affairs without 
running to the priest for everything. Religious 
orders of priests have guided their own destinies 
without appealing to the bishop at every turn. There 
is no reason the laity cannot do what they do best 
without being led around by the clergy. 

The Knights of Columbus and the Catholic 
Daughters for years conducted nation-wide 
programs on their own authority. Marriage 
Encounter recognizes its own expertise. These 
groups need no more than liaisons to meet with 
representatives of the parishes and diocese as a 
kind of interface. ‘ 


Many areas of ministry 

The above mentioned groups only scratch the 
surface of the areas needed by an organized lay 
apostolate. Indeed, there are already groups which 


work out their Christian concern for the hungry and 


underprivileged, the needs of world peace, the 
alleviation of drug and alcohol abuse, the need of 
the youth, aged, unwed mothers, ‘etc. 


Many work in these areas without any thought of 
its being a Christian lay ministry. Others are aware 
of the Christian dimension. Sometimes these works 
are community-wide and ecumenical. ; 

A Catholic lay apostolate includes people active 
in these fields in contact with the parish or the 
diocese as a kind of interface, so that we can all 


‘have a better awareness of the whole picture—who 


is taking part and what is being done. 


Advantages over clergy 
The laity have at least three unique advantages 


~ over the clergy in their field of mission. First, they 
-have the physical advantage of sheer numbers. 
Second, they have the social advantage of entry - 


into all sorts of places where the clergy are 
strangers, ill at ease or out of place. Thirdly, they 
have the psychological advantage of communica- 
tion: They are able to hear and be heard, 
understand and be understood as no priest or 
religious could. 


This is the basis of apostolate of like tolike, which 
makes the lay apostolate indispensible. Lay 
ministry is not complete without the complete 
concept of lay apostolate. .

Fabulous facts of faith 


We were talking...about legends, 
fables and anecdotes, and amusing 
ourselves pointing to the “moral” of 
those we could remember. 


| suppose that fables, allegories and 
anecdotes must be the oldest teach- 
ing form in the world. So much of what 
we acknowledge as truth is gleaned 
from experience—from application to 
events and encounters of our lives— 
that the:simple relating of a tale may 


have profound meaning for us. 


CHRIST HAD constantly to resort to 
parables to convey his concept of the 
purity of the Father's love, explaining 
that incredible power and faithfulness 
in. practical application to simple 
incidences of life. 


One of the features of the preaching 
style of eastern religions is the 
plenitude of anecdotes—brief stories 
meant to illustrate some important 
point of teaching. 


There is. a tale | like, of villagers ina 
remote part of the country, whose 
lives, like those of so many of their 
countrymen were marked by periods 
of deprivation and poverty. 


ONE DAY, a group of men, wander- 


ing into the jungle, came upon a high 
wall which seemed to enclose a vast 
area. Curious to see what lay beyond, 
several of them climbed the wall and 
peered over. 

Their shouts of delight brought the 
others clambering up to join them. 
Beyond the wall stretched a garden of 


incredible beauty, trees laden with’ 


every kind of fruit, enough to keep one 
in contentment and fulfillment for all 
his life. 


In great excitement the men leapt 
over the wall into the garden to surfeit 
themselves on its joys and wonders. 
But not all jumped over the wall. There 
were a few who, looking into the 
garden, remembered the people back 
in the village and thought “they too, 
should be made aware of this beauti- 
ful thing.” 


AND THEY returned to the village 
and called to the other villagers to 
come to this place of fulfillment and 
untold beauty. And they led the 
people to the place and would not leap 
over the wall themselves until the last 
of the villagers had passed into the 
garden. But when at last they entered, 


they discovered that there was still 


__ more fruit remaining than they would 


ever need. 


It is interesting that, although no 
judgment’ is pronounced either a- 
gainst those who thought only of 
themselves or in favor of those who 
were concerned with others, we 
immediately perceive the “moral”. 


There is an incompleteness, a 
narrowing, a limiting of potential in 
those who thought only of their own 
fulfillment—a kind of barrenness, 
because their action and thought 
began and ended with themselves. 


BUT IN THOSE who felt the need of 


others to share in their discovery and 
taste its fruits, the action is rounded 
and brought to completion. It pro- 
duces a kind of continuity, repeating 
itself in each of the others, enhancing 
the potential for joy. 

The simplicity of this story allows 
each person to draw upon his own 
powers of perception. One may find in 
it implications of the virtue of gener- 
osity, of kindness and charity; another 


‘may see the act of faith and trust 


required to leave and return in the 


expectation of finding the fruits of the 
garden still available; another dis- 
covers the assurance of reward for 
good works, yet another, the princi- 
ples of community. 

Because | have an intense curiosity 
regarding the truth of the Christian 
vocation, and tend to view everything 
from that perspective, it seemed to 
me yet another revelation of the 
purpose and mission of the pilgrim 
Christian. 


IT 1S, | believe, the Christian 
imperative to share in the kingdom of 
God with as many as we are able to 
lead to its gates. 

Go, tell the others. Teach all 
nations. The first fruits are not only for 
us alone, but for all men. We have, | 
think, grown so used to concerning 
ourselves only with our personal 
salvation, that evangelization—that 
truly Christian way of life—has be- 
come alien to us. : 

Where would mankind and the 
universe be today, | wonder, if Christ 
had leapt the wall in his intimate, 
ecstatic knowledge of God and left the 
rest .of us toiling unaware in the 
stricken villages of our minds?

not command us to be full of feelings of love. 
Quite different is his command: Love your 
neighbor; love your enemy. 


THIS IS A particular kind of love. It is a 
love of particulars. He does not say, “Love 
humankind,” but “Love Sally and Bill and the 
others next to you, at home, at work, in all 
your concrete contacts.” 


This is a very particular command. This is 
the path laid out by the God of particulars. 


There are those who love only what is 
general, universal, “what we share in 
common:” They do not love particulars. They 
do not love idiosyncrasies, diversities, 
angularities, quirks, uniquenesses. 


ALTHOUGH THEY do earnestly love 
humankind, and one world, and a common 
culture, and are even in love with love, such 
persons have a difficult time loving actual 
human beings. Particular human beings irk 
them. 


“Why can’t they be more like us?” they ask. 
Particularities make them impatient. They 
want to love people into sameness. They want 
to steamroll them into mirror-images of 
themselves. They want to flatten them into 
smooth and shiny universals.

Know nothings, Klan and 
APA persecute Catholics 
of 19th century

In our friendly ecumenical times, it is hard 
to believe there were decades of savage anti- 
Catholic behavior in the United States. The 
original American colonists were mostly 
Protestants, close enough to the battles of the 
Reformation to retain an anti-Catholic bias: 


They were not all comforted by the 
presence of French Catholics in Canada and 
Spanish Catholics in Mexico. Social crisis 
tended to take that fear and turn it into 
organized hatred. 


THREE SUCH movements arose to 
plague Catholics from 1840 to 1900, (and 
residual elements persisted during the 
election campaigns of Al Smith and Jack 
Kennedy). 


First came the Nativists or Know Noth- 
ings—the title taken from the ceremonial 
answer in their initiation requiring them to 


say, “I don’t know.” 


Made up of old guard American Protest- 
ants, the Nativists exploited the fears and 
confusions generated by the arrival of 
countless thousands of Irish immigrants with 
the consequent overnight expansion of the 
Catholic church, not to mention the sudden 
competition for jobs. 


THE HIGH POINT of Nativist mischief 
occurred on the night of May 8, 1844, whena 
Know Nothing mob burned Philadelphia’s St. 
Augustine church to the ground. This began 
three days of church burnings, the destruc- 
tion of 40 homes, the killing and wounding of 
50 Catholics and the creation of hundreds of 
refugees. 


They formed an American Party that 
eventually controlled 75 seats in Congress 
and six state houses. Among their plans was 
the suppression of Catholicism. The party, 
however, disappeared rapidly in the face of a 
much more pressing issue—that of abolition

of slavery and the coming of the Civil. War. 


Two other organizations were to take up 
where the Nativists left off, the Ku Klux Klan 
and the American Protective Association. We 
normally think of the Klan in terms of its 
vicious persecutions of blacks, but it was 
equally an enemy of the church. 


FOUNDED in Pulaski, Tenn., by six ex- 
Confederate officers wearing ghostly robes, 
the Klan loved to urge its members to ride 
around scaring newly released slaves. The 
name comes from the Greek word, “kuklos,” 
or circle. 


The Klan remained active in state legisla- 
tures, attempting to make laws that would 
close Catholic schools, forbid the pre- 
marriage promises of Protestant mixed 
marriage partners to raise children Catholics, 
and make public school attendance compul- 
sory. 


The third anti-Catholic organization was 
the American Protective Association (APA), 
which arose in the wake of the financial panic 
of 1893. Mostly found among Midwestern 
farmers, it swiftly acquired a membership of 
two-and-a-half million and published a 
magazine and 70 weekly newspapers. 


THE APA opposed the growth of Catholic 
schools, fought against federal grants for the 
Catholic Indian missions and helped popular- 
ize anti-Catholic stories such as those written 
by the mythical Maria Monk. 


One of the more endurable myths, the 


Christianity runs counter to all forms of 
uniform universalism, to all forms of assimila- 
tionist gnosticism, and to the denial of the 
particularity of actual historical flesh. For this 
reason, the word “catholic” properly de- 
scribes the church. For “catholic” does not 
mean “one and uniform” but rather “one out 
of many.” 


THE CATHOLIC people represent a 
kind of collective family of exuberant 
particulars, a family of liberty, variety, and 
even a certain confusion. They are not tame, 
orderly, and homogeneous, but alive, vital, 
and various. 


One of the great achievements of American 
Catholicism has been to weld many different 
international cultures—which, prior to their 
meeting in America, had had little historical 
contact with each other—into a peaceable 
community, a community in which variety 
remains. 


In the particular identity of each of us, God 
is speaking. Through each of us, he says 
something unique and different. From each of 
us, he expects a different, novel, original 
testimony. Only in our variety do we begin, as 
from afar, to mirror his infinity, the God who 
loves particulars.

Even in the so-called enlightened 20th 
century they could get away with the 
accusation that 90 percent of the deserters in 
the First World War were Catholics.

If it’s along, long way to Tipperary, itis alsoa long, long way 
from Kilkenny to Minnesota, and when John Ireland became 
the first archbishop of St. Paul, he had come a long way 
indeed. He was born in Burnchurch, Kilkenny. When he was 
10 his parents took their six children to America. 


As a young boy, John caught the attention of Bishop 
Joseph Cretin, first bishop of St. Paul, who sent him to a 


"minor seminary in France.-He was ordained in St. Paul by 


Bishop Thomas L. Grace on Dec. 22, 1861. 


FOR A FEW months he served as assistant at the . 


cathedral, then joined the Fifth Minnesota Infantry Regiment 
as chaplain. Ill health and his bishop’s needs forced him to 
resign in 1863, but he treasured the experience; it was, 
furthermore, an index of his deep, sincere patriotism. 


Throughout his life he was eager to demonstrate that a good 
Catholic could and should be a good American. ; 


In 1867 he became rector of the cathedral and represented 
his bishop at Vatican Council I. In 1875 Pope Pius IX chose 
him to be titular bishop of Maronea and Vicar Apostolic of 
Nebraska, but his own bishop, loath to lose him, had the 
appointment rescinded. The pope, however, upheld his 
appointment as.bishop but now as coadjutor with right of 
successsion to the bishop of St. Paul. 


In widespread appearances on behalf of the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Society he became nationally known as an

eloquent, powerful speaker. Concerned about the plight of 
his fellow immigrants in crowded Eastern cities, he set up a 


- vast program of colonization which brought ‘over 4,000 


families to settle 400,000 acres in western Minnesota. 


WHEN BISHOP Grace resigned in 1884, Bishop Ireland 
became head of the diocese. Shortly thereafter, at the 
Provincial Council of Milwaukee, he joined his fellow bishops 
in recommending the establishment of a new archdiocese in

the West. Accordingly, he was appointed the first archbishop 
of St. Paul in 1888, and in 1889 five new dioceses were added 
to his province. 


He was in the West what Cardinal James Gibbons of 
Baltimore was in the East, a forceful, universally recognized 
leader of the church in the United States. And like all strong 
characters of deep faith, conviction, and intellectual integrity, 
he evoked a variety of reactions. 


To many Catholics, he seemed too American, while to 
many of his fellow Americans, in spite of his sincere 
patriotism, he seemed too Catholic. It was precisely this 
healthy, realistic blend of loyalties that led Pope Leo XII to 
send him to France in 1892 to persuade Catholic leaders there 
that they should read the signs of the times and stop pushing 
for the return of the monarchy. 


HIS FORMAL presentation to a select, critical group 
amazed them; they had not expected such flawless F rench, 
moving oratory, and winning diplomacy from an American 
bishop. 


His insistence on Americanizing immigrant Catholics was 
deeply resented and vigorously opposed in some quarters. 


Archbishop Ireland made valuable contributions. to 
Catholic education at all levels, but his practical and 
eminently pastoral programs were misunderstood and 
misrepresented. This was especially true of the Faribault 
School Plan, whereby the parochial school could be rented to 
the local school board for use during the day. 


THE FUROR reached as far as Rome, and he had to 
vindicate himself and his plan. He was one of the prime 
movers in the establishment of the Catholic University in 
Washington, and at home he built the College of St. Thomas 
and the magnificently staffed St. Paul Seminary. 


With Cardinal Gibbons he fought for the rights of labor, 
and his stand on racial equality was open and fearlessly 
Christian. 


‘He was knowledgeable and articulate, and in many areas 
was years ahead of his time. He died at the age of 80 on Sept. 
25, 1918. 


Michael Novak 


A restless seeker after 
truth and understanding

Leon Bloy wrote an autobiographical 
essay, “A Pilgrim of the Absolute,” which 
captured the heart and mind of many of us 
who were introduced to things intellectual 
and Catholic in the 1950s. 


As | composed this profile of Michael 
Novak—a friend of more than 20 years— 
Bloy’s title came to mind. It is not quite 


‘accurate; yet it would be equally inappro- 


priate to swing to the other extreme and 
characterize Novak as a “pilgrim of the 
relative.” For the truth lies somewhere in 
between. 


MUCH OF OUR time together in Rome 
during the late 1950s was spent working out 


- the relative character of true statements— 


with lots of help from Father Bernard 
Lonergan. One of Novak’s earlier books, 
“The Open Church,” formulates our dis- 
cussions quite lucidly. 


Novak had received a fine classical 


education, beginning with Latin and Greek 
from high school seminary days, and 
continued under the tutelage of a caring 


faculty at Stonehill College. His predilections. 


were literary as well as philosophical, and he 
took time each day to craft something—a 
discipline he had learned in college. 


He had acquired many disciplines during 
his years in Holy Cross and had a way of 
bringing them to a single focus in a passionate 
quest for understanding. 


THAT PASSION to understand con- 


tinues to characterize Novak’s approach to 
everything, and affects him with a restless- 
ness that leads him to action as well. 


Part of what we learned from Father 
Lonergan was that understanding carries its 
own imperative. Yet what Novak adds to that 
is a concern that the truth as he has 
discovered it be efficacious as well. Since 
understanding does not carry its own motive 
power with it, Novak is constrained to supply 
that from other sources. 


He would identify these with his Slovak 
origins, with Johnstown, Pa., and later with 
the drive to win inculcated in seminary sports. 
Whatever the origins, it is certain that this 
man is driven to understand and to drive that 
understanding home. That penchant, plus his 
sensitivity to human concerns, must have 
contributed to his outstanding teaching 
award at Stanford during the 1960s. 


OUTSTANDING teacher he has always 
been, although other concerns often con- 
spired to carry him into other areas—such as 
Sargent Shriver’s campaign and the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. Ideas, after all, must be 
realized, given their appropriate shape in 
space and time. 


Currently a distinguished professor in 
religious studies at Syracuse who will be a 
visiting scholar at the American Enterprise 
Institute in 1978-79, Novak’s passion to teach 
seeks an ever-wider public. 


Novak embodies a quality which guides his 
inquiry and action; he would call it a Catholic 
sensibility. His responses to issues political, 


social or religious, are tempered by a 
spontaneous respect for feeling, coupled with 
a distrust of ideological patterning. 


YET THE FEELING must be disci- 
plined—not unlike the ritual activity which 
undergirds Catholic sensibility. This feeling 
and his convictions about it have protected 
Novak from the* ravages of professional 
academicism. 


His fine essay in philosophical theology, 


“Belief and Unbelief,” remains after more 
than 19 years a mini-classic in the field. Yet he 
has gone on to explore many other regions— 
drawn by the need to understand and driven 
to communicate a clarifying word; sports, 
ethnic neighborhoods, and most recently, the 
family. 


His own family—his artist-wife Karen and 
their three children—has been both an 
inspiration and a laboratory for that study. 
For Novak’s passion to understand fastens 


Prejudice is “our method of trans-

invariably on what is there in front of him: 
American culture, ethnic origins, liberal 
political schemes. 


HE IS CONCERNED to make us all 
aware how deeply these contexts affect us, 
and to help us become aware of their 
shortcomings so that we can use themas well 
to bring us to some understanding of the truth 
of ourselves. 


Since we are human beings with collective 
as well as individual histories, it behooves us 
to understand whence we came that we might 
not follow false prophets into the future. That 
bit of wisdom characterizes whatever Michael 
Novak undertakes, and makes of him a 
profoundly traditional person. 


But the tradition marks a truly Catholic 
sensibility, and anyone who cares so about 
expression would never want to overlook the 
discernments imbedded in our grammatical 
good sense.

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Mission Circles ‘adopt’ missionary projects

It may be a bake sale, or a game of bridge. It 
may be some needlework or a bus trip to a TV 
show. But whatever the event, it is aimed at 
helping someone in the church’s missionary 
work. 


Those who arrange these fundraising 
activities, and probably supply most of the 
funds, are called Mission Circles. They are a 
branch of the work of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, generally known as 
the Missions Office. 


IN THIS diocese there could be more Mission 
Circles, says Sister Evelyn Joseph, whose 
particular responsibility they are. “A few years 
ago, when | started in this work, we had only five 
circles. 


“Today there are eight active and six more in 
various stages of development. 


“Our hope would be at least one circle for: 
every parish,” said Sister Evelyn, and by 
contact with people and pastors she hopes that 
eventually this dream-will be realized. 

MISSION CIRCLES “adopt” a mission project, 
or a priest or other worker doing God’s. work “out 
there”. And it may bein Peru or China, inGhana 
or Poland that the missionary work is taking 
place. 
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HELPING MISSIONARIES—These Mission

“It's a real blessing for a parish to have 
Mission Circles operating,” said Sister Evelyn. 
“It does not detract from the activities of the 
parish, but adds the dimension of the universal 
church. 


“Too many activities seem to be centered on 
the parish and its immediate needs,” she said. 
“And while these are very important, we have to 
remember our link and our responsibilities to 
the universal church.” 


SHE AVERS that “blessings come to a parish 
which involves itself in mission work, as a 
witness to the universal church.” 


It is not only in the form of financial support 
‘that the Mission Circles aid those far away. 
“The action is both spiritual and material,” said 
Sister Evelyn. “Every day they commit them- 
selves to pray for their. mission project. 


“It is a very personal thing. Most of them 
know the priest or mission worker they are 
sponsoring, and they stay in close touch 
through the mails. And when the missionary 
comes home on-eave, he or she usually visits 
with the circle which gives support.” 


PEOPLE PRESENTLY being aided by Mission 
Circles in this diocese include Father Andrzej 
Gromada in Syczyn, Poland, and Sister Consilia 
Boran in Rhodesia. 


In Thailand there is Redemptorist Father 
Richard Thiele and in Malawi, Sister Trinitas, 
suported by Mission Circles in this diocese, as 
well as a leprosarium in Uganda. And right 
here, in our “home turf’ the Indian mission of 
Fort Yuma is a project for a circle. 


The projects are not only worldwide, but 
cover every aspect of the constant develop- 
ment of church activity, spiritual and temporal. 

LETTERS OF appreciation from those in the 
mission field come regularly to the circle 
organizers and to the Missions Office here. 

Bishop Eugene Vroeman writes his.thanks 
from Chikwawa, Malawi. Archbishop Peter Dery 
writes his from Tamale, in northern Ghana. 


Father Gromada sends a picture of his church 
dedication from Syczyn, Poland, and Jesuit 
Father Gene Watkin writes from Katmandu, 
near Mount Everest, in Nepal. 


St. Vincent Ferrer parish in Sun City has long 
been a leader in Mission Circle activity, their 
two circles providing considerable support over 
many years for a whole variety of projects. 


NOT TOO FAR away, at Hemet, Our Lady of 
the Valley parish has active circle members. 
Others going strong are in St. Vincent de Paul 
parish, San Diego; St. Michael, Paradise Hills; 
All Hallows, La Jolla; St. Mark, San Marcos; and 
St. Pius X, Chula Vista. 

Circles in various stages of development, 
according to Sister Evelyn, include those in St. 
Therese and Blessed Sacrament parishes, San

“MISSION CIRCLES offer us an opportunity to 
show a loving reassurance to a missionary that 
he or she is not alone, said Sister Evelyn. “Itisa 
group of men and women anxious to help inthe 
spread of their faith.” 


Most circles meet in one another's homes 
once a month, to pray and to make a small 
sacrifice for their adopted missionary and to 
write to him. “It’s as simple.as that,” she adds. 


THE DUES they collect can build a small — 
chapel somewhere, or pay a catechist, provide - 
gasoline for the priest’s visits to outdistricts, or 


provide food for hungry children. | 


“A Mission Circle can roll bandages from soft, 


old sheets and make hospital gowns from 
men’s shirts,” said Sister Evelyn. 


“The nuns in far off mission hospitals tell us it 
is sheer luxury for the starved, sick people to 
have such a clean gown—possibly the first 
they've ever had in their lives.” 


A circle is from 10 to 20 active members, and 
aS many supporting members as they wish. 
Supporting members pay dues and say the 
mission prayer. 

With the help of the Missions Office they 
select missionary projects which become their 
own, with a personal relationship with the 
mission workers which grows close over the 
years. 

A circle in every parish, is the dream of Sister 
Evelyn. She hopes her dream will come true.

A look at books 


PREPARING THE WAY OF THE LORD by 
Sister Miriam Therese Winter. Abingdon 
Press, 201 Eighth Ave. So., Nashville, TN 
37202. 251 pages. $6.95. 


In the dozen of so years that have 
passed since liturgical renewal was intro- 
duced to the parish level, there are still-a 
few who long for “the good old days.” They 
forget that those good old days were days 
of silent masses, with many of the faithful 
fingering their beads. ; 


| well remember a downtown church in 
the city of my birth where one could attend 
a noon mass and at the same time have 
the Stations said’ aloud, the Rosary, the 
Novena prayers to Our Lady of Sorrows 
and have time to light a candle—before 
the communion of the mass! 


Sister Miriam Therese, a member of 
the Medical Mission Sisters, has been: a 
leader in popular liturgical renewal since 
the days of the council. She is responsible 
for a great many of the folk hymns we all 
now know, such as “Joy Is Like the Rain.” 
in this book she shares her insights into 
popular liturgical spirituality. 


They are well worth hearing. She begins 
with some very wise words on prayer and 
the importance of praying in community. 
She points out that many passages in the 
New Testament reflect the earliest Christ- 
ian hymns and canticles, the spirituality of 
a community that was formed on popular 
prayer. 


The entire first part of her book is 
devoted to the importance, indeed, the 
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necessity, of communal prayer that can be 
brought to life by real liturgical music. She 
calls it “praying with meaning.” She 
speaks like a prophetess to a generation 
that longs for deep spirituality. 


In the second section of this valuable 
book, she becomes very practical. Three 
chapters speak to the needs of preparing 
leaders, liturgical committees and the 
congregation for the great work of prayer. 


This book will be available in September 
and it should fulfill a real need for 


parochial liturgists. It is absorbing, and - 


vibrant with meaning.
